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E desire to direct attention to the fact that every issue 
of THE SPEcTATOR is copyrighted in accordance with 
the new copyright laws, and that such copyright applies 
to all articles appearing in its columns.

Some of the 
offenders in this respect are editors of company papers, and 
even some companies have reprinted our articles in leaflet 
form for circulation among their agents without our permis- 
sion. We pay large sums annually for contributed articles 
and correspondence, and our property rights in such matter 
must be respected. If the articles we print, or the tables we 
compile, are worth copying or using as special literature, it is 
certainly worth the trouble of consulting us in regard to them, 
as THE SPECTATOR articles are often reprinted by us in leaflet 
form for extra circulation in the insurance world. 





WORKMAN’S COMPENSATION BILL. 

LEGISLATIVE committee was in session in New York 

last week for the purpose of obtaining data upon which 

to base a workman’s compensation bill to be considered at the 
next session of the legislature. In addition to all the mem- 
bers of the committee, there were present to testify members 
of various philanthropic societies and several insurance men 
identified with the casualty insurance business. These latter 
were ably represented by Wm. Bro Smith, general counsel 
of the Travelers Insurance Company of Hartford, who fur- 
nished to the committee about the only trustworthy facts and 
statistics that were placed before them. The others dealt in 
generalities, exaggerating the dangerous conditions surround- 
ing the employees in industrial pursuits, and criticising em- 
ployers severely for their lack of care for the protection of 
their working people. The general trend of the statements 
made by the witnesses was to the effect that employers were 
generally lacking in human sympathy and forced their work- 
ing men and women to accept conditions of labor that imperil 
life and limb, resulting in many accidents, fatal and other- 
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wise. While there is no doubt that there is some good ground 
for such complaints, the deductions to be drawn from such 
general statements as were made by some of those examined 
are too broad and, sweeping to be applied indiscriminately to 
the hundreds of thousands of employers in the country. It 
is inevitable that accidents should occur among the immense 
army of working people, and where it can be shown that any 
such accidents are due to the negligence, indifference or 
cupidity of employers, the latter should be held to a strict ac- 
countability. This is what is contemplated in a workman’s 
compensation law. The liability and personal accident insur- 
ance companies are doing much to better the condition of the 
working classes, and to compensate them for any injuries 
they may receive; but the idea is to reach employers directly, 
compelling them to equip their factories and shops with the 
most approved machinery, to adopt every possible safeguard 
for the protection of their employees, and, finally, to hold 
them responsible for every accident that occurs in their es- 
tablishments to the extent of compensating the victims for all 
damages they may sustain. Drastic laws to this effect have 
been in operation for some time in foreign countries, but not 
with entire satisfaction. It is found that under such laws the 
number of accidents has largely increased, due mainly to the 
fraudulent claims trumped up by workingmen to secure in- 
demnity for alleged injuries. The casuaity insurance com- 
panies of this country will favor any law calculated to secure 
to the laboring classes the protection to which they are en- 
titled and such indemnity for injuries as may be their just 
and honest due, but at the same time honest employers should 
be protected from dishonest claimants. If the present leg- 
islative commitee, that has spent much time in investigating 
the subject, can solve the many intricate problems that are in- 
volved in it, and will promulgate a model law covering them, 
practical and free from morbid sentimentality, they will be 
doing an excellent work in the cause of humanity. 
ok * * * * * 

In a recent address before the Industrial League of Bos- 
ton, Frederick L. Hoffman, statistician of the Prudential In- 
surance Company, had this to say on the subject: 

Industrial accidents are of greater frequency in the United States 
than in foreign countries, but the actual number of fatal accidents is, 
as a rule, grossly overstated. In all probability the total number of 
fatal accidents in industry is not more than 35,000 per annum, and of 
this number probably one-half are the direct consequences of indus- 
trial activity. The most dangerous employments are, naturally, coal 
mining, metal mining, railway transportation, navigation, fisheries, 
and the manufacture of explosives. By the employment of sufficient 
safeguards, in place of the present general neglect, certainly not less 
than one-third, and probably one-half, of the fatal accidents which 
are at present the direct result of industry could be prevented. The 
subject is one which is attracting wide attention, and giving rise to 
more or less drastic legislation. The difficulty has not been solved, 
and probably cannot be solved by personal accident insurance, or em- 
ployers’ liability insurance, both of which, however, in their respec- 
tive spheres render very useful social service. The English Compen- 
sation Act of 1906 is a step in the right direction, in that it offers to 
the workman a reasonable degree of absolute security against the 
consequences of a trade risk, over which he himself has but a very 
limited control. The German system of compulsory accident insur- 
ance has decided advantages over the English, chiefly, however, in the 
direction that it emphasizes precisely and clearly the duty of accident 
prevention. The progress which has been made by Germany in the 
development of sound theories of accident prevention deserves imita- 
tion in every country of the world. The museums of industrial 
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hygiene in large European cities promote the development of a right 
spirit of social responsibility in matters of accident and disease pre- 
vention, and corresponding institutions should be established in this 
country. The first attempt, which has been made in New York city, 
is but a beginning, and the undertaking is deserving of a more gen- 
eral financial and moral support than it has thus far received. 





T last it appears likely that the long-discussed plan for 
centralizing the rating of electric traction and allied 
risks is to become an actuality. The organization, last week, 
of the Central Electric and Lighting Bureau by prominent un- 
derwriters and representatives of a number of rating organi- 
zations indicates that the new method of rating electrical 
risks will soon be in active operation. It is anticipated that 
some way will be devised for fully protecting the interests of 
local agents. 





EWS of the decision that the Virginia firemen’s pension 
tax law, imposing a tax of one per cent on fire insurance 
premiums, is unconstitutional, will be received with satisfac- 
tion by fire underwriters. There has been too frequent evi- 
dence of the desire of legislators to foist upon the fire insur- 
ance companies alone burdens which should rightfully be 
borne by the whole people ; and it is to be hoped that this deci- 
sion may have some effect in preventing such discrimi- 
natory legislation in future. 


FIRE INSURANCE TOPICS 


NEW YORK SURVEYS. 


Fire Manager James Cowan, at the home office of the Caledonian of 
Edinburgh, has resigned, owing to failing eyesight. James Lindsay 
Cruickshank Bartlett has been selected to succed Mr. Cowan. Mr. 
Cowan had been with the Caledonian for more than half a century. 














At auction, last week, thirteen shares of stock of the Home Insur- 
ance Company sold at 620% per cent. 


The joint committee appointed by the New York Board to watch 
the interests of fire underwriters in the matter of the charter re- 
vision has organized and appointed Frank Loch chairman. 


An explosion last week in the celluloid comb factory of Charles B. 
Hetzel, on the top floor of 129-131 West Thirty-first street, caused 
the death of two men, the injury of ten persons and fire loss of $3000. 
An exhaustive investigation is in order to ascertain thé amount of 
celluloid and similar substances stored at various factories and build- 
ings about Greater New York. 


Last week’s session of the Exchange failed to adopt the report of 
the rate committee, recommending the broadening of the scope of the 
allowance for the full coinsurance clause, to which we alluded a week 
ago. The report named several items, but the objection was confined 
to only one point. It was suggested that the proposal to make an 
allowance on storage risks was quite unnecessary, as there are no com- 
plaints about the rates, and the practice is well established of carry- 
ing full value already. The net result, it is claimed, will be a reduc- 
tion in rates without any increase in the amount of actual insurance. 
The voluntary allowance of ten per cent deduction is therefore a dead 
loss to the companies—a sort of profit without any practical benefit. 
The matter was recommended to the rate committee, with instructions 
to reconsider the report. 


There is considerable interest among the underwriters regarding 
the impending changes in the city charter by the present charter com- 
mission, referring to the fire department, and the authority of the 
chief engineer to initiate the assignments and promotions in the 
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uniformed force, subject to the approval of the commission. 
ent the first duty is laid upon the chief, but under the amended 
charter, partially agreed upon by the commission, it is provided that 
the assignments and promotions must be made by the commission. 
The underwriters, in view of the strained relations between the Tam- 
many Hall politicians and Chief Croker, arising from the refusal of 
the latter to allow firemen to be drafted for political purposes, are 


opposed to restricting the power of the chief. They would prefer to 
follow the example of other large cities and entrust the whole power 
of appointments, assignments, promotions and discharges of the uni- 
formed firemen to the chief, and curtail the power of the commission. 
It seems the charter commission has devised a plan of making the 
heads of the various departments the bosses of all who serve under 
them. They treat the fire department as they would the police or 
other departments, and fail to realize why firemen should be exempt 
from the measure of political control. The underwriters have asked 
a hearing before the charter commission, to enter a protest. 


Albert P. Noll, president of the Teutonia Insurance Company of 
New Orleans, was noted this week in New York, where he is stopping 
at the King Edward Hotel. 


Robert Lewis, chief manager of the Alliance of London, is in town, 
and there is some curiosity as to his final conclusion about engaging 
in business in this country. A friend, who met him uptown a few 
evenings ago, inquired what he intended to do. “Oh! nothing at all,” 
was his answer. In the meantime, Boston and Chicago are on the 
qui vive to learn the news. Probably Mr. Lewis will finish his visit 
and slip away before any of them have heard it. 


There is one good feature in the new charter, prepared by the 
charter commission, affecting the fire department force. It provides 
for retiring from service of all men over sixty-five years of age. The 
underwriters are in favor of this proposal as the only one thus far 
outlined of getting a new incumbent in the fire marshal’s office. 


The Exchange has taken off the embargo upon a large section of 
the congested district in Brooklyn, which has heretofore prevented 
the application of the restricted sprinkler schedule within its limits. 
There are numerous warehouses and mercantile risks which are well 
protected by sprinklers of a modern type, but they have been kept 
out of the restricted sprinkler benefits by local conditions. It is well 
understood the brokers upon several of the risks are already hustling. 


A new kind of broker is still in evidence, the one who waits upon 
an agent and says: “What is a new company worth to you?” He 
confesses he has to report to another party, but is anxious to know 
what his services in procuring an agency will bring. He ought to be 
licensed. 

Among the affidavit risks lately offered, we notice a line on a very 
superior household furniture risk belonging to an estate. The amount 
to be covered is approximately $1,500,000; and from the fact that an 
affidavit was necessary, it is evident the local companies and agencies 
were unwilling to carry the whole amount. It is located in the heart 
of the brown-stone, residential district, and it is a wonder the repre- 
sented companies did not gobble the whole amount. Within one block 
of it is a sprinklered department store upon which there is an in- 
surance of four and a half millions. 

An enterprising broker came here from Philadelphia a few days 
ago, on an expedition of discovery, to learn what amount he could 
place on a millionaire risk in that city, fully sprinklered and largely 
insured in individual inter-insurance offices. The rate offered was 
tentative; but if he could place the’whole line in stock companies at 
twenty-five cents, he stated, he had assurance the whole risk would 
be handed over to him, and the Philadelphia underwriters would agree 
to the rate. In a few hours it was learned that the inter-insurers had 
refused to reduce this rate below forty-five cents, and the twenty-five- 
cent offer was intended to scare the other fellows into acceptance. 


President William L. Jones and Vice-President Robert Lecky of the 
Virginia State were recent New York visitors. 


The Board of Fire Underwriters had its regular monthly session 
yesterday at the usual hour. It was expected that a proposal would be 
submitted for a change of location for the future meetings of the 
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board. The proposition involves the renting of the top floors of the 
new building located at 121-133 William street, and embraces sufficient 
room to accommodate all the committees of the board and the board 
sessions as well as the Exchange offices and committee rooms, also 
room for the National Board and the General Adjustment Bureau, 
thus bringing under one roof all of the working forces of the under- 
writers’ various organizations. The movers in this matter are quite 
prepared to assume the present lease of rooms in the Mutual Life 
building, and thus save the board from any pecuniary loss caused by 
the change. 


CHICAGO AND THE WEST. 


The Western Union’s definition of the boundaries of the excepted 
cities of Cincinnati and Cleveland has been changed in order to cor- 
rect misunderstandings. Cleveland is to take in all of Cuyahoga 
County, except the towns of Bedford, Berea and Chagrin Falls. The 
territory of Cincinnati is to include all of Hamilton County, Ohio, 
and the counties of Kenton and Campbell, in Kentucky. Heretofore 
such words as “tributary” and “contiguous” were applied to the terri- 
tory immediately surrounding these two cities, but these terms were 
so indefinite that misunderstandings were constantly arising, and the 
above ruling was accordingly made. 


Electrical Inspector Blanchard addressed the Fire Insurance Club 
of Chicago on the oth inst. his subject being “Low Potential 
Systems.” 


The George M. Harvey Company, local agents at Chicago, have 
affiliated with the firm of Klee, Rogers & Co., the latter securing the 
agencies of the Atlas of London and the Pennsylvania Fire. These 
additional facilities give Klee, Rogers & Co. a writing capacity far in 
excess of a majority of the agencies in Chicago. 


The special commission appointed by Governor Dineen to recom- 
mend to the legislature the advisability of State regulation of insur- 
ance rates was in session last week at the La Salle Hotel in Chicago. 
Captain E. W. Lyman, of the firm of Moore, Case, Lyman & Hub- 
bard being chairman of the commission. O. B. Ryon, special counsel 
for the Illinois Insurance Department, is assisting the commission 
and formulating the necessary data. The sentiment seems to be 
against State regulation of fire insurance rates. H.C. Eddy, presi- 
dent of the Underwriters Laboratories, explained to the commission 
how the important work of the Laboratories was conducted and paid 
for by the stock insurance companies. W. H. Merrill, Jr., manager of 
the Laboratories, made a detailed explanation, showing that the efforts 
of the companies had been exerted in the direction of reducing the 
fire hazard. C. F. Persch, manager of the Illinois Inspection Bureau, 
explained the workings of his organization, showing that the making 
of rates is largely in the hands of the assured themselves. The com- 
mission adjourned on Friday for lack of further witnesses, and will 
not reconvene until after the first of the year. 


The National Fire Protection Association has been experimenting 
in the cultivation of public opinion on the matter of the fire waste by 
furnishing information on the subject to the newspapers. Over sixty 
members volunteered to seek the co-operation of their local press and 
the result has been so gratifying that it has been decided to continue 
the work and also to establish a speakers’ bureau, to furnish speakers 
for any organization desiring information on the fire waste or fire 
hazards generally. 


The joint conference committee decided that the separation rule 
in the Rocky Mountain field should go into effect November 15. 
Under this a company cannot be in the board at one point and out at 
another, but must be wholly in or wholly out. An agreement had been 
made with the Cashman & Evans non-board agency at Denver that it 
would enter the board and be allowed a year to arrange its affairs. 
This agreement is upset by the new rule. 


D. Edward Monroe, special agent for the National of Hartford in 
Illinois, has been appointed State agent for Iowa. W. H. Snider of 
Davenport, who has been State agent for Iowa and Missouri and who 
recently went into the local agency business, will continue to have 
charge of the large cities of Missouri. 
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BOSTON AND VICINITY. 


The annual meeting of the Boston Board of Fire Underwriters was 
held Tuesday, when the following officers were elected: President, 
Charles B. Wheelock, representing the Phoenix; vice-president, Gus- 
tavus C. Holt of John C. Paige & Co.; secretary, F. E. Cabot; treas- 
urer and assistant secretary, A. J. Lewis. 


An ordinance has been introduced in the Boston Board of Aldermen 
which will, if adopted, eliminate from permissible fireworks, toy pis- 
tols, guns and cannons, detonating canes, blank cartridges, large 
“cannon” crackers; fire crackers containing any explosive more power- 
ful than black powder, and not exceeding one inch in diameter and 
ten inches in length. 


William A. Muller & Co., Boston managers of the Fidelity Fire of 
New York, have been given authority to increase the amount that 
may be written on risks in the congested district of the city, about 
$1,000,000. This is the result of a recent special inspection made by 
the company. 


NOTES FROM PHILADELPHIA. 


Chetwood & Co., Inc., of this city, are prepared to accept surplus 
lines for the new Scranton Fire of Scranton, Pa., on risks outside of 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey, in which States the company will 
operate under a license. G. J. Chetwood had much to do with the 
successful launching of the Scranton Fire, which proposes to have a 
capital of $100,000 and a surplus of $50,000. 


The following changes in the list of signers of the Philadelphia 
agreement of April, 1897, were announced on the roth: Removed—

On Thursday last the authorities of Bucks county made the first 
successful step in an effort to wipe out the scourge of incendiarism 
which has been afflicting the county for a year past, when they se- 
cured the conviction of John Croft, one of the parties under arrest, 
accused of the crime.

International Fire Insurance Company. 

The International Fire Insurance Company, Philadelphia, expects to 
commence business in January and as near the first as possible. It will 
have $200,000 capital and hopes to have $800,000 surplus and to write in 
every favorable locality in the United States, entering about sixteen 
States at the start. The headquarters will be in the Land Title build- 
ing, Philadelphia, with a downtown office in the insurance district for 
local business. The policy of the International will be of a liberal 
kind and it will be strictly a board company. No agents will be asked 
to buy stock. This is the first of a series of five companies, to be of 
similar size and calibre, and to be owned, financed and operated by the 
Corporation Funding Company, composed of over two thousand business 
men. The representation, too, will be the same, the idea being to do 
volume at the minimum cost. One of the best-known underwriters in 
the business, a man of national reputation, will be the underwriter, and 
the other officers will likewise inspire confidence when their names are 
made known. Irvin Zimmerman, well known in the life and casualty 
world, is the genius of this enterprise and will likely be its president. 





Central Bureau Formed for Traction Lines.. 

Representatives of the leading underwriters associations of the United 
States met last week in New York and organized the Central Electric 
and Lighting Bureau, which, it is planned, will handle electric traction 
and lighting risks through the entire country. E. G. Richards, United 
States manager of the North British and Mercantile, was elected presi- 
dent, and General Agent Cofran of the Hartford Fire was elected vice- 
president. 

The 
organization will include all classes of companies, union and non-union.

Ohio Observations. 


[FRomM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 


An inspection of the congested district of Toledo by the members of 
the Ohio Fire Prevention Association a few days ago proves that the 
lesson taught by their good work four years ago has been to some ex- 
tent forgotten. They found some bad conditions existing. Recommenda- 
tions for improvements and general clean-ups were made in several 
cases. Fire Chief Mayo is interested in the work and will see that the 
advice of the inspectors is followed. It is said that not a serious fire 
occurred for a year after the inspection four years ago in the district 
that was gone over. 

The funeral of Ira W. Canfield, for seven or eight years special agent 
of the American of Newark, took place recently at his late home in Char- 
don, Ohio. Mr. Canfield had not been active for more than a year and 
spent last winter in Florida. Mr. Canfield was fifty-nine years of age 
and had been in the insurance business about forty years. Before going 
with the American he had represented the Milwaukee Fire, Milwaukee 
Mechanics and other companies in the field. 

By the first of the year the Franklin Mutual Fire of Columbus will be 
ready to begin operations. All the preliminary work has been done and 
the officers are now engaged in securing the requisite $500,000 insur- 
ance. Instead of taking large risks, the company will secure a large 
number of small risks in the belief that they will be much better from 
an underwriting standpoint. Henry O’Kane is the active manager of 
the company. 

H. N. Staats states that the reports published regarding his plans 
are somewhat premature, especially as relates to negotiations with 
other companies. He says he is not ready yet to make any statements 
as to the plans he is developing. 

Local board matters are quiet in Cleveland now, and it is probable 
that no trouble will be encountered for some time if all members are 
fair in the statement of their desires to do business on a business-like 
basis. Six or seven companies are represented outside of the Exchange, 
but they will be limited in the amount they can do, as outside agents 
are not able to secure the co-operation of members in any large lines 
they may be able to secure. The only trouble that might be expected is 
from an attempt to get around this by placing business with outside 
brokers. 

Local agents in the cities state that business is now improving rapidly. 
Manufacturing concerns are working almost to capacity and the stock is 
increasing, both manufactured and raw. This, of course, brings in- 
surance values up. Retail stocks are perhaps lighter than in normal 
years, as buyers have been conservative and will perhaps have little at 
the end of the season. O. M. C.

—William T. Benallack has been appointed manager of the Michigan Inspec- 
tion Bureau, taking effect January 1. He succeeds the late E. F. Chapman. 

—John Dawson, senior partner of John Dawson & Co., insurance agents of 
Viroqua, Wis., and father of Miles M. Dawson of New York city, died recently, 
aged seventy-seven years. 

—The dwelling tariff in Denver has been amended by removing the exposure 
charge from bricks exposed by the same class, giving a reduction in rates of from 
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ten to twenty per cent. A twenty per cent reduction has also been made in the 
basis rate of dwellings in Colorado Springs. 

—FEast St. Louis local agents are concerned over the reduction in rate on the 
Armour packing plant there from $1.78 to 40 cents in return for the installation 
of an automatic sprinkler system, which was completed October 10. 

—The Kansas Insurance Department notifies companies that as the fire pro- 
tection of Baldwin, Kan., has been improved by the completion of a new water- 
works system and the installation of additional fire-fighting apparatus, a reduc- 
tion of rates in that city is in order. Superintendent Barnes has also called 
upon the companies doing business in Kansas to furnish their lists of special 
hazards. 

—The trial of Judge Michael M. Donnelly, president of the defunct Ohio 
German Fire, will begin Monday, November 22, in Judge Brough’s court at 
Toledo. Three motions were filed this week in the Common Pleas Court by Mr. 
Donnelly to quash the two indictments for perjury and one for embezzlement. 
No date was fixed for the hearing of the motions. It is reported that former 
Secretary J. F. D. Prentice of the Ohio German will turn State’s evidence. 





THE SOUTH. 





Virginia Firemen’s Relief Tax Unconstitutional. 


In the Chancery Court at Richmond, Va., on November 11, Judge Gren- 
nan declared unconstitutional the act passed by the last session of the 
legislature imposing a tax of one per cent on premiums received by 
fire insurance companies in cities and towns possessing fire department 
equipment valued at $500 or more and having organized fire depart- 
ments. The purpose of the tax was to provide a pension fund for the 
relief of disabled firemen or the families of deceased firemen. It is be- 
lieved that the matter will be taken to the Supreme Court. 





Alabama Affairs. 
[From OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Secretary of State Frank N. Julian, ex-officio Insurance Commis- 
sioner of the State, is to go to New York in time for the meeting of 
the executive committee of the National Insurance Commissioners, which 
is to be held December 7. Montgomery is especially interested in the 
plans of the Commissioner, owing to the effort which will be made by 
him at the meeting to have the Commissioners from all the States 
visit this city at the annual reunion of the Commissioners in Mobile 
next year. Mr. Julian will carry with him invitations from the Chamber 
of Commerce, the Commercial Club, Freight Bureau, Mayor and all of 
the city organizations and capital offices. The meeting in New York is 
for the purpose of furthering plans relative to the Mobile meeting and 
will be attended by W. H. Hotchkiss, New York, chairman; Theodore H. 
McDonald, Connecticut; James R. Young, North Carolina; Joseph But- 
ton, Virginia, and Frank H. Hardison, Massachusetts. 

Since operation of the State Fire Marshal law, according to the State 
Department of Insurance, the greatest good has been attained, both in 
the diminution of fire losses and in the diminution of blazes. Because of 
the almost Arcadian condition, the insurance officials are led to believe 
that many of the fires reported in Alabama have been of incendiary 
origin. During the month of October, only 100 fires occurred in the 
State, according to reports received at the capital, and the total losses 
on these amounted to only $90,000, fully covered by insurance. A Fire 
Marshal is kept in the field to report upon every fire, his investigations 
including both those suspected of incendiary origin and those from 
natural causes. GOLDEN Rop.

—From January 1, 1910, the New York office of the Liverpool and London and 
Globe, under Manager Henry W. Eaton, will relinquish jurisdiction over Arkan- 
sas, and the Chicago office, under Resident Secretary William S. Warren, will 
give up Oklahoma, both States attaching to the Southern department at New 
Orleans, under Resident Secretary Clarence F. Low. 





MISCELLANEOUS FIRE NEWS. 


Centennial Celebration of the North British and Mercantile

In the year 1908 the revenue of the 
North British and Mercantile (including about £182,000 received by the 
Ocean Marine) considerably exceeded £4,200,000. Representatives of

For forty-three years past, the North British and Mercantile has fur- 
nished indemnity against fire loss to citizens of the United States 
through its branch in this country, in steadily increasing volume, and to 
the satisfaction of the insured and the company’s agents.

Mr. Richards is well supported in his administration 
of the company’s American affairs by Assistant Manager J. F. Hastings 
and Secretary H. M. Jackson. The three gentlemen named are also 
the executive officials of the North British and Mercantile Insurance 
Company of New York, which was organized in 1897 by parties identified 
with the English company, and has since done a profitable and gradually 
increasing business. The United States trustees of the North British 
and Mercantile of London are Adrian Iselin, Jr., Wm. Pierson Hamilton 
and B. Aymar Sands, all of whom stand high in New York financial 
circles. 

On January 1, 1909, the resources of the United States branch aggre- 
gated $7,054,245, embracing principally United States Government, munic- 
ipal and choice railroad bonds and stocks, which are readily marketable.

California Associations to Quit Fire Insurance. 


Insurance Commissioner Wolf of California announces that he has 
notified the Los Angeles Retail Grocers Association and the Merchants 
Exchange to either quit the fire insurance business or suffer the penalty 
of being arrested under the State laws. Commissioner Wolf also served 
notice on the San Francisco Association that if it was engaged in the 
fire insurance business, trouble would be saved by withdrawing from 
that field. Commissioner Wolf states that these associations have no 
legal right to transact the business of fire insurance. It is anticipated 
that the case will be carried to the courts. 





Attempt to Attach Funds of Lloyds, London. 
Leslie & Godwin of London, representing a group of London Lloyds, 
having denied liability under a binder covering the use and occupancy 
hazard issued to the Prairie Pebble Phosphate Company whose plant 
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burned November 1, 1908, the lawyer for the insured instituted proceed- 
ings in this country to attach the funds of any and all groups of London 


Lloyds operating in the United States. Writs of attachment were se- 
cured and served on various brokers representing groups of London 
Lloyds, but two days after the writs were served Leslie & Godwin in- 
formed the attorney for the insured that they had entirely reversed 
their position and stood ready to make good the claim and costs. 





—WNeil Stewart has been appointed special agent of the Franklin Fire and the 
Reliance, for Washington and Oregon. 


—E. G. Ford of Seattle has been appointed State agent of the Concordia and 
the German of Pittsburg for Oregon and Washington, reporting direct to the 
home offices.

—A flat reduction of twenty per cent in fire insurance premiums on dwellings 
and their contents in Colorado Springs, Col., and its suburbs was placed in 
effect by the local board of fire underwriters on November 1. The reduction is 
the result of the low fire loss in the residence section of the city, together with 
the establishment of a new fire station and other improvements, and was author- 
ized by the supervisory committee at its meeting in Denver. The reduction will 
save the policyholders in Colorado Springs about $15,000 annually. 
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IN AND ABOUT NEW YORK. 


The Metropolitan Life, in order to encourage the writing of per- 
sistent business and to take advantage of the amendments to section 
97 of the New York law, has changed its method of compensation, 
which will be of interest to its large field force: 


On all renewal premiums remitted to the company subsequent to 
September 30, 1909, there is offered on ordinary and intermediate 
policies issued since December 31, 1906, except ten and fifteen year 
endowments, an extra renewal commission of two and one-half per 
cent for the first, second and third renewal years; and on ten and 
fifteen year endowments, two and one-half per cent for the first and 
two per cent for the second renewal year; provided, that the district 
at the end of the calendar year shows a gain in the amount of ordinary 
insurance in force, including intermediate, of not less than fifty per 
cent of the business actually placed in the district during the year 
1909. Open items will be counted as not in force, but revivals will be 
counted in calculating the gain in force. 

Payment of any sum due under this offer on premiums reported 
from October 1, 1909, to December 31, 1909, inclusive, will be made 
as soon after the close of the year as it can be determined whether a 
district has qualified. If it qualifies, the extra commission for the 
renewals payable during the calendar year 1910 may be charged by 
the superintendent in each report of ordinary and intermediate busi- 
ness as such premiums are reported. 

The additional commissions depend upon the record of the district 
and not upon the record of a superintendent; this is necessary for 
bookkeeping reasons, and is in conformity to present practice as to 
renewals. 

This offer is limited to the year 1910. It may be continued there- 
after or the company may make a different offer. 


The Metropolitan Life has filed with the County Clerk at Albany 
a writ of certiorari in the matter of its application to the State Insur- 
ance Department for approval of a plan to buy land upon which to 
maintain a tuberculosis sanitarium. The Superintendent of Insurance 
denied the company’s application on the ground that he had no power 
under the insurance law to permit such use of the funds of an insur- 
ance company. In the papers prepared for the court in the effort to 
obtain a reversal of this ruling, the Metropolitan Life Company as- 
serts that the State Superintendent of Insurance has power to pass 
upon such an application, holding that it is a proper purpose for a 
company to conserve its assets by cutting down the death rate. 

John F. Roche, formerly vice-president and actuary of the Pacific 
Mutual Life of Los Angeles, is now in New York, preparatory to es- 
tablishing himself as an independent consulting actuary. He has not 
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definitely decided upon a location, although he is considering certain 
cities in the West and Southwest. In a few weeks he expects to be 
able to make a definite announcement of his plans. 


Over 5400 people applied for new insurance in the New York Life 
in October, 1909, and over 85,000 people paid their renewal premiums. 
The New York Life paid 612 death claims in October, amounting to 
$1,802,515, or about $69,000 each working day. 

Of the 612 death claims paid in October, 1909, by the New York 
Life, 67 were caused by consumption, 60 by heart disease, 60 by Bright’s 
disease, 40 by pneumonia, 45 by apoplexy, these being the most preva- 
lent causes of death. 

The New York Life paid $2,503,057.96 to 5535 living policyholders 
during the month of October, or nearly $96,000 each working day. 

President Woodrow Wilson of Princeton University has been 
elected a trustee of the Mutual Life of New York. 

Abner E. Brown has been appointed manager of the Fidelity Mu- 
tual Life for Greater New York and Long Island. 

The Metropolitan is building up a very large and valuable library 
and Miss Chillman, who succeeded Miss Miller in charge of the 
Equitable Life’s great collection of books, is now librarian of the 
Metropolitan, under the supervision of Dr. Lee K. Frankel, manager 
of the industrial department. Miss Moss succeeds to the management 
of the Equitable library. 


CHICAGO AND THE WEST. 


The Chicago department of the Mutual Life of New York will be 
compelled to seek new quarters May 1, the Union Trust and Savings 
Bank, which shares the second floor of the Tribune building with it 
having taken the entire floor. The bank floor of the Marquette 
building, formerly occupied by the Bankers National Bank, recently 
consolidated with another bank, is vacant and the Mutual may locate 
there until some of the prospective new buildings are completed. 

Some large lines of life insurance are being placed in Chicago this 
fall. In addition to the $300,000 recently issued to Mrs. Charles 
Netcher of the Boston Store, Samuel Insull, president of the Com- 
monwealth-Edison Electric Company, is putting on a line of about 
$700,000. A number of the medium-sized companies are being given 
their limit. The largest line that is being placed is by H. N. Byllesby, 
the managing engineer who specializes on traction and electric light 
properties. He had several hundred thousand dollars of life insur- 
ance when he began to increase his line last year, and is said now to 
have over $1,250,000. A large proportion of this is paid for by the 
public service corporations, whose bonds he issues and whose proper- 
ties he manages. 


Chicago life insurance men report business as notably good this 
fall. A number of large applications for insurance are being made, 
and several managers report a surprisingly large number of voluntary 
applications for new or increased insurance. 

The Illinois Life has been devoting its attention largely to building 
up its agency force in its home State, believing that the best recom- 
mendation it could send abroad to be a good business at home. It 
has been notably successful in Central Illinois, three general agencies 
covering twenty-four counties paying for $2,500,000 this year. E. C. 
Wharf of the Eastern Illinois agency has paid for over $800,000 
so far this year. The company now has eight general agencies in 
Illinois outside of Chicago, with Southern Illinois and a large part of 
Northern Illinois still open for the right men. Most of its business 
producers have been developed from raw material, never having 
written any insurance before they took an Illinois Life rate book. In 
the October contest between the three Central Illinois general agen- 
cies forty-two agents produced business. Of these only eleven had ever 
represented any other company than the IIlinois Life. If the entire 
agency force will pay for $3,000,000 during November and December 
the company will close the year with $50,000,000 of insurance in 
force, and with that goal before them the agents are hitting a lively 
pace. 

The examined business of the Illinois Life for October was $1,534,- 
500, making it the second largest month of the year. The company is 
now urging a special effort until the close of the year, with the ex- 
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pectation that it will give the company $50,000,000 of insurance in 
force. 

The October contest between the Illinois agencies of the Illinois 
Life was won by the Corn Belt agency, of which O. H. Gabel is man- 
ager, with $172,500, as against $149,000 by the Central Illinois agency 
and $90,000 by the Eastern Illinois. The losers paid for a banquet 
held at Bloomington on Saturday. 


BOSTON AND VICINITY. 


The Whitman (Mass.) Savings Bank reports that it now has in 
force 1500 policies, a total of $550,091 of insurance. It has also 
twelve annuity policies in force, calling for an annual payment of 
some $2000. During the year there was collected in premiums $14,- 
104.65, and $135.06 was paid on eighty-one policies surrendered.

It is a volume of 1400 pages and contains the 1909 
amendments to the insurance law, decisions of the Court of Appeals, opinions of 
the Attorney-General, rulings of the Superintendent, reports on examination of 
sixty-five insurance companies, report on effects of Armstrong amendments, re- 
port on Lloyds and Inter-Insurers, memorandum regarding amortization of bonds 
and schedules of fees and taxes charged by various States.

Ruling Affecting Realty Holdings. 


The New York State Superintendent of Insurance has made a ruling to 
the effect that insurance companies, both domestic and foreign, making 
application to the Superintendent for permission to hold real property 
other than that used for principal office purposes, or as shall be necessary 
for their convenient accommodation in their business longer than five 
years after such realty shall be acquired, must satisfy the Department by 
some evidence other than a mere affidavit couched in the words of the 
statute that their interests will materially suffer in case such permis- 
sion is not granted. 





Life Agents’ Licenses in New York. 


Superintendent of Insurance William H. Hotchkiss of New York has 
sent out a circular of instructions and blanks regarding the appoint- 
ment of agents for life insurance companies in New York under section 
91 of the insurance law. Agents who have already received certificates 
of authority will not be required to file another application, but renewal 
certificates will be issued at the request of the companies on a special 
blank. This blank, in addition to the name and address, asks for the 
amount of insurance or number of policies written in 1909, and also if 
the applicant intends to devote whole time to soliciting insurance. 

The Department holds that, pending the actual issuance of certificates 
of authority, all agents are protected for the period of six months from 
January 1, 1910, provided they are now authorized by the Department. 
Companies are requested to file applications for renewal appointments 
and new certificates early in December. 





—The Scranton Life of Scranton, Pa., reports October business written of 
$1,023,000. 

—The Reliance Life has entered Maryland and Delaware, and is now oper- 
ating in twenty-one States. " 

—Stetson Leach, general agent of the Northwestern Mutual Life at Pittsburg, 
has resigned, owing to ill health, and is succeeded by Mr. Meredith, the com- 
pany’s local cashier. 

—C. E. Merriam of Schenectady, who is connected with the Albany district of 
the New York Life, stands third on a list of twenty leaders in the Eastern de- 
partment in volume of paid business during October, 1909, and fourth in number 
of paid applications in that month. 

—In the quarter ending with September 30 last the Fidelity Mutual received 
$1,239,457, paid $514,054 under its policies and laid by $456,346. New business 
for the quarter is reported at $4,772,650 written. Net ledger assets have reached 
$18,772,983, as against $16,471,295 at the corresponding period last year, showing 
an increase of fourteen per cent. 

—The Home Life of America, Philadelphia, is having a very satisfactory year. 
Organized in March, 1902, it now has over $4,000,000 of ordinary business on its 
books, and its industrial department shows, by the careful, steady growth it 
enjoys, that it has able men in its ranks. The company will probably enter 
Illinois, Ohio and New Jersey next year. 

—The development of the business of the Provident Life and Trust Company 
of Philadelphia is well illustrated in the extensive alterations now making in the 
home-office building. The space on the second floor formerly occupied by Super- 
intendent of Agencies Moore and General Agents Scott, Le Bar and Kenard has 
now been vacated by them to give way to the record room, the present one, 
though built but five years ago, and then thought suitable for all future needs,

The present transaction was negotiated through the Northwestern 
National Life of Minneapolis, which takes $100,000 of the risk. the re- 
mainder being divided among nine other companies. This plan of in- 
suring a company official so as to cover the loss incident to adjustment 
of the business necessitated by his death and safeguarding his interest 
in the firm is growing in favor throughout the Northwest, and President 
Thompson of the Northwestern National is doing much to encourage the 
sentiment. 





Iowa Items.

The State Insurance Department of Minnesota has refused admission 
to the Modern National Reserve of Charles City, Ia., on the ground that 
the company used its reserve fund in violation of the by-laws. 

The first annual meeting of the Iowa Fire Prevention Association was 
held at Des Moines on October 29, forty members being present. The 
results of the past year included 181 inspections, and the issuance of 
thirty-six bulletins and six town reports. The latter related to Oska- 
loosa, Mason City, Perry, Ft. Dodge, Marshalltown and Boone, Ia. 
Officers were re-elected as follows: President, J. W. Warnshuis; vice- 
president, W. J. Ciscel; secretary and treasurer, W. W. Waddell. 

Judge A. P. Barker, in the courts at Davenport, has held that a di- 
vorced wife is not entitled to the insurance that might be left by her 
former husband. Hanna Houer, divorced wife of Matthew Houer, sought 
to collect $2000 on a policy held by Houer. The case was decided against 
her once; she appealed it to the Supreme Court, which reversed the 
lower court, and now on the second trial in the lower court the woman 
loses again. She has threatened to appeal the case a second time. 

The officers of the Bankers Life, Des Moines, gave E. E. Clark, presi- 
dent of the company, a complimentary banquet at the Savery in honor of 
his connection with the company for twenty-one years. Those who ten- 
dered the banquet were Simon Casaday, Dr. J. F. Will, I. M. Earle, 
George Kuhns and Henry Nollen. 

The Central Life reports an increase of over $1,000,000 in business thus 
far this year over last year.

—The Attorney-General of Wisconsin has held that a Wisconsin life company 
may not reinsure the policies of a foreign life company which is not licensed 
in Wisconsin. 

—The Modern Life of South Bend, Ind., which commenced operations this 
year, intends to enter other States after January 1. It will also put out some 
new policy forms at that time. 

—The Central States Life of St. Louis, in which Howard C. Boone and A. J.

—The Intermediate Life of Evansville, Ind., has purchased ground for the 
érection of a handsome office building with a tower which will be provided with 
a system of electrical illumination. The property purchased is known as the 
Eichel block. 

—Insurance Commissioner Hartigan of Minnesota, in his annual report on 
fraternal insurance, declares that many societies are charging a rate entirely too 
low to provide whole-life protection, and advises the members to look forward 
to the time when they must pay considerably higher rates. He also advises close 
attention to the expense element in such societies. 


—The duty of a conservator of a lunatic to maintain the life insurance of the 
latter has been upheld in California. The conservator of John Leitz of Plattes- 
ville allowed his $1000 insurance to lapse before his death. The executor of the 
estate sued the conservator, alleging negligence, and his bondsmen compromised 
by paying $500 rather than face a suit for the full amount in court. 

—The Lexington Life Insurance Company, now being organized at Lebanon, 
Ind., will have as its president C. F. S. Neal, who was for eight years president 
of the managing board of the insurance department of the Knights of Pythias. 
Other officers are: Samuel M. Ralston, vice-president and general counsel; W.

H. N. Coons, medical director, and Guy M. Voris, secretary. The company will 
have a capital of $100,000 and surplus of $25,000, and intends to write non-par- 
ticipating policies only.

The charter for the original company was secured by the late ex-Goy- 
ernor Hartranft, who served as president until his death, when he was 
succeeded by the late Robert P. Dechert, who was in turn succeeded by 
William H. Jarden and the present incumbent, Albert H. Ladner. 
Horace B. Meininger, the present secretary and general manager, is one 
of the most energetic and progressive men in the field of accident and 
health insurance, and under his generalship the company’s field is being 
extended so that now it is licensed in fifteen States. The stockholders 
recently authorized an increase in capital to $200,000 and $100,000 in 
surplus, which, when fully paid, will place these items at $450,000. 





The*¥ Prevention of Industrial Accidents. 


Under the above title the Fidelity and Casualty Company of New 
York has issued the first of a series of pamphlets for the information of 
its policyholders in the various industrial lines. Each year from thirty 
to thirty-five thousand wageearners in the United States lose their 
lives by industrial accidents, while in the same time some two million 
ncn-fatal accidents occur in the ordinary course of industrial work. 
From a study of the subject President Seward is led to believe that 
possibly sixty per cent of accidents in industries are preventable, and 
the pamphlet in question has been prepared to. indicate to employers 
what preventive means can be utilized. 

This pamphlet has been prepared by Frank E. Law and William Newell 
of the company’s staff, and bears the motto “‘An ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure.”’ It contains nearly two hundred pages, divided 
into chapters as follows: Care on the part of employers and employees; 
safety devices; steam boilers; engines; electrical apparatus; elevators; 
the factory; wocdworking machinery. 

There can be no doubt but that the pamphlet will prove of inesti- 
mable service to those employers who study its recommendations, and 
the Fidelity and Casualty Company deserves high commendation for its 
efforts to make some reduction in the annual loss by industrial acci- 
dents. Copies of the pamphlet have been sent to the policyholders of 
the company whom it concerns. 





Agents Honor President Fibel. 


This month Louis H. Fibel completed five years as president of the 
Great Eastern Casualty Company of New York. The field force gathered 
at New York to commemorate the occasion and they presented Mr. Fibel 
with a handsome amount of business.

THE RELATION INJURY BEARS TO DISEASE, AND 
DISEASE TO INJURY. 


A Treatise Showing How Personal Injuries May Affect Various 
Diseases, and How Certain Diseases May Add to Claims 
for Accidents by Protracting Recovery.

DIABETES. 


DIABETES MELLITUS.—For many years the medical literature 
has been filled with reports of cases and expressions of views con- 
cerning the relation diabetes bears to accidental injury. 

Many of the writers give trauma an important place in the causa- 
tion of this disease—greater perhaps than would be the case were its 
pathology better known. In the absence of other possible recognized 
causes of diabetes in any case, giving a history of previous injury, the 
symptoms found are easily attributed to the trauma. 

While glycosuria, both transitory and permanent, have been found 
in too large a number of well authenticated cases following injury to 
leave any doubt concerning the connection between traumatism and a 
subsequent presence of sugar in the urine, still there have been many 
instances in which, so far as anyone can tell, the diabetes was already 
in existence before the injury was received. 

It is altogether possible and, indeed, it not rarely happens, that an 
individual may suffer for a long time from diabetes which has caused 
him little inconvenience and, until some accidental injury forces him 
to seek medical advice, the urine is not examined. Many of these 
cases, when carefully inquired into, give history of having suffered 
from previous excessive thirst, polyuria, boils, carbuncles, or other 
symptoms of diabetes of greater or less duration. Then, again, a 
diabetic subject may be living along in comparative comfort until, 
following an accident, he suddenly develops coma or other active 
symptoms of his otherwise latent disease. Owing to these facts and 
to the comparative infrequency of well-marked cases of diabetes 
mellitus following injury, it is just as fair to conclude, where no 
urinary analysis had been made within a reasonable time previously, 
that the diabetes pre-existed, as to go to an extreme and consider all 
such cases as traumatic. 

Many of the cases reported in the literature as directly due to 
injury will not admit of careful scrutiny, as the proofs are insufficient 
to establish a close relation. In order that any given case may be 
classified as traumatic, in which no urinary examination has been 
made within a short time previous to the accident, and where sugar 
is discovered afterwards, several conditions must be fulfilled. There 
must have been no marked hereditary or racial predisposition to the 
disease, there must have been a period of good health preceding the 


trauma and during which there were no evidences of polyuria, thirst, 


pruritus, boils or other symptoms of diabetes, and there must be a 
gradually increasing permanent glycosuria following. 

In considering the cases of transitory glycosuria, it must not be for- 
gotten that nervous shock, unaccompanied by injury, can, and often 
does, produce the same condition. 

The most important report of cases of diabetes following injury 
which can be found in the literature is that of Higgins and Ogden, 
Traumatic glycosuria—Observations made in 212 cases of head in- 
juries. (Boston Medical and Surgical Journal, 1895, v. 132, p. 197.) 
They review the important articles upon the subject which were found 
in the literature previous to 1895, and, after analyzing the 20 
cases of glycosuria found in the 212 head injuries of their own, they 
form conclusions essentially as follows:

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1. After injury, sugar may appear in the urine as early as six 
hours, and disappear within twenty-four, the average time for its 
appearance, however, being from eight to twelve hours; for its sub- 
sequent disappearance, from the fifth to the ninth day. 

2. A small proportion of the cases may exhibit a permanent gly- 
cosuria from the date of injury to the head. 

3. Acetone and diacetic acid are rarely, if ever, found in such 
cases, excepting where the condition becomes a permanent gly- 
cosuria, and even then probably only after a number of months or 
years. 

4. Of the 20 sugar cases of this series of 212, 1m (55 per gent) had 
received an injury to the right side of the head; 5 (25 per cent) to 
the left side; 3 (15 per cent) to the occiput, and 2 (10 per cent) where 
there was no external evidence of injury. 

5. It being impossible in the present state of our knowledge of the 
pathology of diabetes and glycosuria to draw any definite conclusions 
from the autopsies, in those cases where they were made they are 
reported in detail. 

6. The mortality in these 20 cases of glycosuria proves an interesting 
study. There were 8 deaths, of which 6 were the direct result of severe 
injuries, I was from inter-current disease and 1 appeared to have died 
from alcoholism. In the 212 cases of head injury there were 16 deaths 
and 8 of these (or 50 per cent of the fatal cases) had sugar in their 
urine. 

It is evident, then, that diabetes had little, if any, influence in caus- 
ing death in these cases of head injury studied. 

The opinions of some of the authorities who have written upon 
this subject will be given, and from them it appears evident that 
whatever may in future be found as the cause of diabetes, traumatism 
will play an unimportant part. 

Lexer writes that disturbances of sugar metabolism and of the 
mechanism controlling the excretion of urine are not infrequently 
observed after injuries (especially after injuries of the head, after 
fractures, and injuries of the pancreas, liver or kidney). As a rule, 
the disturbances develop a few days after the injury. He states that 
the glycosuria is transitory, subsiding usually within a week, and the 
urine which is secreted never contains more than one per cent of 
sugar. He claims that a true diabetes mellitus occasionally develops 
after an injury, but is rare as compared to the transitory form, and 
that nothing definite is known concerning their nature and cause. 

Bailey calls attention to the series of 3161 cases of diabetes col- 
lected from the literature by Sternberg, in which 79, or 3.4 per cent, 
were attributed to trauma, and states that, in his opinion, the propor- 
tion is too large, as some of the alleged cases could not stand a critical 
analysis. He goes on to state that while these cases occurred in 
sequence to injuries to the head, to general injuries and to fright, they 
are all open to the objection that it is not proved that diabetes did not 
exist at the time of the accident. He believes that trauma as a factor 
is most important in those cases in which the disease develops slowly 
and within weeks or months after the accident, and he concludes that 
a patient who, immediately after an injury, presents all of the symp- 
toms of a pronounced diabetes, in all probability suffered from the 
disease before. 

Osler states that injury to or disease of the spinal cord or brain 
has been followed by diabetes. He does not attempt to show the 
direct relation between traumatism and a subsequent finding of the 
disease. 

Eichhorst claims that violent mechanical agitation of the nervous 
system in consequence of falls, blows, railway accidents, and the like, 
are capable of giving rise to diabetes mellitus. 

Golebiewski states that diabetes may follow injuries to the head, as 
well as mental excitement or severe physical shock (as in railway 
accidents, for instance). 

Futcher, writing in Osler’s Modern Medicine, says “Glycosuria or 
a true diabetes may follow severe trauma. Ebstein obtained a history 
of external injury in 6 out of 116, and Williamson 6 out of 100 cases 
of diabetes. Ebstein collected 50 cases of traumatic diabetes from 
his own clinic and from the literature. In one-half of these the head 
was the seat of injury. Glycosuria is more apt to follow trauma in 
this situation. In other cases, injury to the neck, liver, kidney region, 
and pubes have been followed by it. Ebstein thinks that individual 
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predisposition is a large factor in determining the occurrence of dia- 


betes in these cases. Glycosuria may also develop in the course of a 
traumatic neurosis.” 

Aside from the influence of trauma as a possible cause of diabetes, 
it is well known that diabetes, when it exists, may prolong disability 
or cause the death of an individual who becomes the victim of an 
accidental injury. 

In diabetics surgical wounds are more easily infected and prolonged 
disability or death may follow such infection. Boils, carbuncles and 
gangrene, common in diabetes, may, as complications in accident cases, 
prove serjous barriers in the way of their recovery. 

Pulmonary complications sometimes occur in diabetics who are 
injured and a quickly fatal pneumonia has not rarely developed. 
( Brouardel. ) 

Diabetic coma, followed by death, may follow the shock attendant 
upon accidental injuries. 

DIABETES INSIPIDUS.—This is a chronic disease, the chief 
characteristics of which are the passage of large quantities of pale 
urine containing no albumen, sugar or casts and attended by an un- 
controllable thirst. 

That the disease is of rare occurrence is evident from the state- 
ment of Futcher that during seventeen years among 106,000 ward and 
dispensary medical cases treated at the Johns Hopkins Hospital, there 
were but 8 of diabetes insipidus, or 0.007 per cent. In 113,600 patients 
treated at the Charité, Berlin, there were 55 cases, or 0.048 per cent. 

The disease appears in a primary and in a secondary or symptomatic 
form. It is the latter which is sometimes associated with accidental 
injuries and, according to Stoermer, traumatism to the brain is the 
cause in 30 per cent of the cases. 

Tumors of the brain, whatever their cause, are also followed occa- 
sionally by diabetes insipidus, and meningitis, mental emotion and ex- 
cesses in drinking have been mentioned among the causes. 

Injuries to other parts of the body have been followed by diabetes 
insipidus, but with the exception of a case reported by Nothnagel from 
a blow on the abdomen, it is quite likely that the brain was also dis- 
turbed, as from falls on the feet or buttocks, causing indirect con- 
cussion. 

Polyuria has also been observed in traumatic neuroses, but is very 
rare and of slight consequence. 

It appears, then, that diabetes insipidus, even though traumatic in 
30 per cent of the cases, is, of itself, of such rare occurrence as to 
merit but passing attention.

Consolidated Casualty Absorbs National Casualty. 


The Consolidated Casualty Company of Chicago has absorbed the 
National Casualty, which was being organized in Louisville, the stock- 
holders of the latter agreeing to exchange their stock in the Consoli- 
dated Casualty. C. C. McChord, president cf the National, becomes 


vice-president of the Consolidated and will have his headquarters in 
Louisville, from where he will promote the company’s business in the 
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South. Mr. McChord was for years a member of the State Railroad 
Commission of Kentucky and president of the National Association of 
Railroad Commissioners. The present officers of the Consolidated Cas- 
ualty are: Robert B. Armstrong, president; M. J. Wade, C. H. Burras 
and C. C. McChord, vice-presidents; A. S. Mitchell, secretary and treas- 
urer. 





National Consolidated Casualty Company. 


Early in October the organizers of the National Consolidated Casualty 
of Little Rock reported that the company would be ready for business by 
October 15. It now appears that the probable date of commencing active 
operation has been postponed to January 1, 1910. Of the authorized capi- 
tal of $250,000, $115,500 was paid in on November 11. The surplus on 
that date was $11,547. The company has a license from the State of 
Arkansas, but so far has done no business. A special meeting of the 
stockholders has been called for December 8, to consider propositions to 
change the name of the company, increase its capital, and amend the 
charter to provide for transaction of a life insurance business. Con- 
siderable additional stock has been subscribed, on condition that these 
changes are made. 





Inspection for Private Steam Heating Plants. 


The Travelers Indemnity Company proposes to make inspections of 
steam boiler and hot water heaters in private residences. Explaining 
the merits of this service the company says: 


Owners of hot-water heaters, for example, desire to know whether the 
water should be drawn off and the system left empty during the sum- 
mer, whether it should be drawn off and the system refilled, or whether 
it should be let alone, also whether the water is causing rust, sediment 
or scale, whether the flues are properly cleaned on the outside, whether 
dangerous sweating is taking place, whether a coating of scale produc- 
ing an exorbitant consumption of coal, etc. 

In the case of steam heaters the need for expert service and careful 
inspection is very much greater. Here is added the element of steam 
under some pressure, the factor of a safety valve, ete. This service is 
provided under private heater inspection certificates issued by the Trav- 
elers Indemnity and sold in connection with private residence liability 
policies by the Travelers Insurance Company, to which these certificates 
are attached. 


The charges for this service are: One inspection annually, $2.50 per 
annum or $6 for three years.

The plan of organization is a capital stock of $500,000 and surplus of 
$250,000. One million shares of stock is to be offered for sale. Charles 
D. Magee is president.

The Western Casualty and Surety Company, San Francisco, which 
began business on October 15, has offices in the First National Bank 
building. The authorized capital of $250,000 is reported to be all paid 
in. The lines transacted are liability, personal accident, health, 
burglary, fidelity and surety. The officers are: F. B. Lloyd, president; 
Wm. B. Wrightman, vice-president and treasurer; Edward P. Spengler, 
secretary. The underwriting is in charge of John H. Robertson, E. P.

average. There are 820 banks in Kansas, and on September 29 last 355 
of them were guaranteed under the State guarantee law. The remain- 
ing 465 are not guaranteed. These facts are pointed to as conclusive 
evidence of the popularity of the State guaranty of bank deposits.

English Statistics on Workmen’s Compensation. 


Workmen’s compensation statistics covering the year 1908 have been 
published by the home office of the British government and embrace the 
first complete year under the extending act of 1906. The statistics cover 
seven groups of industries, shipping, factories, docks, mines, quarries, 
construction work and railways, and show that £2,080,672 was paid to 
disabled workmen in the above industries in 1908. These figures, how- 
ever, do not cover such industries as building, agriculture, sea fishing 
and domestic service, it being impossible to obtain complete returns in 
those occupations. Out of 7,512,753 employed, the returns show 3447 
fatal accidents and 325,484 disablement cases. While a large number of 
cases were settled privately, the following summary of the court cases 
illustrates the increase in compensation under the new act:
